— King Edward 
opened rw'Ianient Thursday with a 
<i(>renionlal In all respects similar to 
tjiat of last February. The proc«8«ion 
41/1 tbe house of lords was of the same 
/||aracter «i that witnessed at the 
mening of the flrst parliament of King 
ijillward's reign, while within the up- 
jpjar house were seen the same pa- 
f^ntry and revival of ancient formsi 
°, . After robing, King Bdward and 
ii^««n Alexandra entered ^he housa 
ni peers and occupied their thrones, 
bemwjth a raiuipy, with the Priiici' ami 
Princess of Wales on either side uf 
tl|em. Tbe other members of th*' 
r9grAl family were seated op chairs 
»t,the foot, of the steps to the throne. 

The usher of the ))lark rfxl. General 
Sir Mi(.ha< l liidclulpl). iiaving sum- 
moned the speaker and the members 
of the bouse of commons, -his majesty 
read the speech from the throne. 

The speech . was not an important 
^Iterance. The lilng referred In terms 
Oif gratification to the world tour of 
the Prince and Pi incess of Wales, ex- 
Hreseed regret at the fact that thf 
wv in South Africa was not jeonclud- 
said he tniated the decision of the 
ftUgar conference would lead to the 
abandonment of bounties, noted the 
tioncluslan of isthmian canal ticaty, 
ttifd said relations with other powers 
ceiDtin,n«d of a friendly char^ter 

Contrary t6 expiectations. the king's 
f^erence to the war In South Africa 
Juat as indefinite as statcmcnt.s 
on tbe subject made in the last half 
f^oien messages from the- thrones. "I 
r^wret," said hia niajeaty, "that the 
yftr In South Africa la not yet con- 
eluded, though t.h<> course of the oper- 
i^tlons has been favoiable to our arms, 
the area of the war largely reduced. 
Hud industries are being resumed in 
wia new ooloniea In spite of the te- 
rama character of the campaign, my 
iWMiers throughout have displayed a 
ejbeerfulness in the endurance of hard- 
Khlps incident to guerrilla warfare and 
|l humanity, even to their own detri- 
Mmt, in their trea,tment of tbe enemy, 
jfAich are deaervihx of itj&e higbeat 
lytilse. Necessity for relieving those 
of my troops who have most felt the 
•train of war has afforded me the op- 

r unity of again availing niyself of 
loyal aad patriotic offers of my 
4»;|onieB, end further contlngenta will 
Aortly reach South Africa from the 
Q^minlon of Canada, the common 
irealtbs cvf Australia and New Zealand. 

JThe paragraph pertaining to the Isth- 
infaa «Myuil .wfs m foljows: "I ha^e 
^eluded with the preaident of the 
United Statee a treaty, the ^roylsions 
ot which will facilitate the construc- 
tion of an interoceanic canal tuider 
gnur^nliea that its neutrality will be 
rfiffiit^Bed and it will be open to the 
jooBuneroeaod ahlpping of all nations."

Colon, Colombia, l;»n. 16. — ^News of 
a serious mistake, in which one force 
of governnieni troops fought anotiier 
body of guvernpaent soldiers, thinking 
tbat it waa composed of Colombian 
revolutlonista. haa been . brptuiht ^)o 
Colon by the Colombian warahtp Oen- 
cral PInzon. 

It happened in th<» vic inity of Dibiil- 
lo, near Rio Hacha. and resulted in IS 
men being killed and 63 wounded. 

CapUtn Merritt of the General PIn- 
zon says the vessel landed 400 men In 
DIbullo tb drive back the insurgents. 
The revolutionists retreated toward 
Rio Hacha when the government 
troops advanced. It was decided to 
divide the government force into t^o 
bodies In order to capture the rebclm 
One of these met the rebels, and, after 
a sharp engagement, the insurgents 
retreated. The other body of govern- 
ment troops then came tip. having 
beard the firing, and tt^e clash follow- 
ed. Thinking it was opposed by reb- 
els, each force started firing. Tbe 
fight was kept up four hours, when 
Crcneral Follaro discovc^red the mi> 
take and stopptd the battle, which 
had been evenly ecntc sted.

tbe law about «>tudentB wbo may attend 
tbe A. and M. College. 

To amend the diarters of sixth class 
towns by providing that Towa Trogtees 
must be property owners. 

Providing for tbe taxation of shares in 
National bank<<. It requires tbe bank to 
list all the shares for State, city and 
couuty taxation, and the bank ia held 
liable for tbe payment of the taxes. 

Requiring the County Fiscal Court in 
October to provide pay for eleetion of- 
ficers OQt of that year'a levy.

Creating a Board of Chariuble Institc- 
tiou Commissioners. Tbe commission 
ers are provided for at annual salary of 
$2,000 each, the Legislature to elect 

them. 

The opening hour oi the House session 
Thursday was taken np with a discoMlon 
of tbe Weatberford resolution recogniz- 
ing Admiral .Schley as tbe hero of Santi- 
ago, condemning tbe Court of Inquiry 
and inviting Schley to address the As- 
sembly. The Bsfpublican side of the 
body oppoeed the preamble of tbe reso- 
lution condemning the majority mem- 
bets of the Court of Inquiry. Represen- 
toHTes Faifcer and Worthington spoke 
agalBSt Ita adoption and Barton and 
Moore in favor of it The House adopted 
the resolution by vote of 70 to 0. 

The Speaker appointed Representa- 
tivea Weatherford, Wells and Averdlck a 
committee to notify Admiral Schley of 
tbe action of the House and to wait on 
him at Louisville and invite bim to ad- 
dress the Assembly.
